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THE SENATE TARIFF BILL. 


The Finance Committee Will Give Hearings 
to Those Interested. 

WASHINGTON, August 31.—Senator Allison, 
chairman of the sub-committee on finance, 
having in charge the preparation of the 
tariff bill, gives notice in accordance with 
the understanding reached at last night’s con- 
ference that parties who wish a hearing before 
the committee must make their appearance 
within ten days. 

The hearings by the committee becan May 
26, 1588, and have been continned almost every 
day s‘nce. Seyeral hundred interested parties 
have been heard,including many delegations 
of workingmen, and information, the senator 
says, has been sought from every possible 
S0uUTCSe, 

The hearings have been conducted practic- 
ally with open doors, though in order to pre- 
vent Crowding and to contribute to the physi- 
cai coinfort, admission has usually been lim- 
ited to members of the senate and house of 
both parties and to the delegations which pre- 
sented themselves to be heard. 

The evidence has bean stenograp) ically Te- 
ported and printed from day to day for infor- 
nation of any who cared toexamine it, The 
next ten days is expected to be a busy time, 
since in addition to bearings, the sub-comimit- 
tee has to complete its elaborate report on the 
bill.

When artiele 29 of the treatv of Washington, 
and section 3 of the first of March, 1875, are 
said to have ceased to be in force, and if so 
to w ‘tent and by what authority of law, 
was taken up for consideration. 

Mr. George argued against the resolution as 
unnecessary and reviewed the legislation on 
the subject of transit of goods in bond. He 
held that under the existing law the president 
hadarightto prevent the transfer of goods 
under the duplex system, first as import and 
then as export of import—from Canada to 
foreign countries; but that the president could 
not preyent the other .operation—that is, the 
transfer of foreign goods coming into the 
United States and destined for Canada. 

Mr. Cullom said he had not examined the 
statutes critically on the subject, and would 
let the resolution stand over till tomorrow. 
The resolution accordingly went over without 
action. 
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THE FORTIFICATIONS BILU. 

The senate resumed consideration of the for- 
tifications bill, began yesterday, the question 
being on the adoption of an amendment, sec- 
tion 6, authorizing contracts for cast iron, 
breech-loading mortars—not less than fifty nor 
more than OuG hundred —at a cost not excee |- 
*5,500 each, and of singie charge breech- 
loading steel] guns—notexceeding fifty ten- 
and fifty twelve-inch—at a reasonable 
price ; appropriating $500,000 for investigations, 
experiments and tests; providing that con- 
tracts shall not involve an aggregate expendi- 
ture of over six millions, or an annual expend- 
iture of over two millions; requiring all guns, 
ete., to be of American production and to be 
furnished by citizens of the United Staies; 
and appropriating five thousand dollars for the 
expenses of the board.

The Founder of the Bagging 
Trust Tells His Story. 


CONGRESS IS TAKING A HAND IN IT 


And Will See Where the Kesponsibility 
Lies~—The Consumption of Bagging 
in the United States, 


W asuineton, August 31.—Anderson Gratz, 
of St. Louis, Mo., was called as the first wit- 
ness before the house committee on manufact- 
ures today, in its inquiry into the alleged cot- 
ton ba

firm of Warren, Jones & Gratz. The business 
included the making of cotton ties for binding 
cotton. He was alsoa meinber of two corpo 
rations engaged in the same business, one loca- 
ted in Muncie, Ind., and the other in Cham- 
paign, Ll. 

Cotton bagging, he said, was manufactured 
out of the jute stalk. The number of firms in 
the country engaged in the business at present 
fifteen at the same time 
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iratz said he was engaged in the baling 
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is eight, as against 
last vear. The 

ENTIRE PRODUCTION OF COTTON BAGGING 
in 1387 was about 45,000,000 yards. Warren, 
Gratz & Co., of St. Louis, were agents 
in that city of the Southern Mills Bagging 
company and Standard Mills company of the 
saine city. It had no interest in these firms 
beyond acting as agent. 

The variation in prices of two pound bag- 
ging from 1877 to 1837 has been from 10% cents 
per yard in 1577 to 114 cents in 1880 and 7% in 
1887. The price of jute butts has been lower 
this August thai. any August price for the last 
ten years. The price of cotton bagging during 
August has varied from 11 cents to 125 cents 
per yard, 

Witness estimated that the 

COTTON CROP OF THE YEAR 
would require about 45,000,000 yards of cotton 
bagging, and it was expected that the total 
output of all the mills now running up to the 
time when they stop in November next would 
be over 50,000,000 yards. 

Gratz said that the productive capacity of 
cotton bagging millsin the west was 25 per cent 
greater than the mills in the east. The em- 
ployes in the west were mostly of Bohemian 
parentage and were paid slightly more than 
those in the east. 

‘The witness said that there were considerable 
quantities of cotton bagging coming to this 
country, but he did not think the foreign miils 
would be able to bring sufficient cotton bag- 
ging to this country this year to prevent the 
sale of that heid here. Contractors abroad 

HAD THEIR HANDS FULL. 

There were twenty-four jate mills in In- 
diana having $,537 looms on January Ist, 1587, 
which could produce ten or fifteen times the 
amount of cotton bagging needed for the cot- 
ton crop of the United States. 

A number of contracts between the firm of 
Warren, Jones & Gratz, as agents of other 
firms and other cotton bagging firms in the 
United States, were produced with a view to 
showing the steps taken by the several cotton 
bagving manufacturing firngs to control their 
productions and to provide foritgsale at stipu- 
lated prices. The object of the agreenfent was 
to enable parties to it toobtain control of the 
cotton bagging produced in this country for 
the present season. The trast has secured 
control of about two-thirds of the cotton bag- 
ging in the country, the remaining third— 
about 15,000,000 yards—being produced by per- 
sons who are not in any way counected with 
the trast. é 

TERMS OF THE AGREEMENT. 

The contract shows that the agreement is 
between the firm of L. Waterbury & Co., of 
New York city, party of the first part, and the 
Charleston Bagging Manufacturing company, 
Nevins & Co., of Boston, Mass., the New 
York Bagging company, the Eagle mills, the 
Southern Mills agging company, the 
Muncie Bagging Manufacturing com- 
pany, «ad the Emyire Bagging company, par- 
ties of the second part. The parties of the 
second part agreed to sell and deliver to L. 
Waterbury & Co, all their bagging then on 
hand, and such as might thereafter be acquired 
or manufactured by them, respectively, during 
remainder of the year of 1888. ‘The firm 
of L. Waterbury & Co. acts as a center of 
correspondence through which the proposed 
increase and reduction in price is brought 
about. Itis agreed thatthe protits and loss of 
the parties of several parts shall be shared in 
proportion, The sales and prices of cotton 
bagging is determined by a majority of the 
members of second part. 

THE AGREEMENT WENT INTO EFFECT 
on the 16th of April last. Since then two mills 
signing the agreement have failed to start, 
and probably a dozen or more outside of the 
trust closed down previous and since the agree- 
ment was consummated. The first set

rice 
of cotton bagging was made in New York by 
the trust about the middle of July at a propo- 
sition of the witness. Nine and a half cents 
was then fixed as the price. 

On January Ist last the productive capacity 
of Warren, Jones & Gratz, in conjunction 
with the several firms which they represented, 
was two-thirds of all the productive capacity 
of-the south, but they actually produced seven- 
eights of all that was produced in the south. 
Since the priee was fixed in July members of 
the trust had advanced the price of bagging 
three cents per yard. The present pricé of 
cotton bagging in this country is three cents 
higher than that at which foreign manu- 
factured production can be brought here, in- 
clusive of freight charges. This, he said, was 
due to the fact that the production of material 
in this country was confined to<a few firms. 

Probably sixty per cent of this year’s cotton 
bagging product was in the hands of retail 
dealers and the other forty per cent in the 
hands of manufacturers. Hf the duty on cotton 
bagging and jute were not changed, the wit- 
ness was Satisfied that the trust. would go out 
of existence; and if these articles were ad- 
mitted free, the firms would doubtless run a 
corner every other year. The needs of the 
planter were absolute and imperative, and he 
must have bagging,no matter what the cost 
was to him. During the last three or four- 
years there was but Hitle cotton bagging im- 
ported, the domestic supply being equal to the 
cemand.,. 

Charles A. Pearce, of St. Louis, secretary of 
the board of directors of the Standard Mills 
Bagging company, one of the concerns em- 
braced in the trust, subscribed generally to the 
testimony given by Gratz.

TROUBLE IN CHARLESTON, 
Cotton Received in Improvised Bagging is 
Rejected at the Exchange. 

CHARLESTON, 8, C., August 31.—[Special. j— 
There is some trouble here arising out of the 
jute bagging trust. 

An associated press dispatch from Atlanta 
yesterday stated that certain factors here had 
aivised cotton farmers of Georgia that they 
could pack their cotton in any material they 
desired, and several bales of cotton have actu- 
ally been received here from Georgia packed 
in a@ material résembling jute bagging, but 
made (on the plantation, evidently) of old 
bagging, rags and twine. 

These were rejected at the exchange here. 
The rules regulating the baling of cotton are 
made in New York and Liverpool. Under 
these rules jute bagging has to be used. 

Of course any factor or purchaser may buy 
cotton in any shape he pleases, but before 
shipping it he must have it come within the 
rules, and either the buyer or planter must 
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bagging

Cox ascended the seaffold firmly, and when 
the rope was adjusted about his neck he said 
laughingly: ‘‘Don’t smother me.’’ 

The drop fell at 10:39 and the rope cut the 
cartaroid artery and all but the cerevical mus. 
cies, which caused a sound like escaping steam- 
The condemned man died without the slight- 
est pain. The murder of Cook by Cox was so 
unprovoked many thought him crazy.

A Meeting of Citizens. 

There was no quorum of the executive com- 
mittee of the Jacksonville. Auxiliary Sanitary 
association present this "Morning at the meet- 
ing, and upon motion the committee adjourned 
until the regular hour tomorrow. 

After the adjournment of the executive 
committee, the citizens present organized. by 
the election ot James M. Schumacher, chair- 
man, and Charles 8S. Adams, secretary. On 
motion of Mr. B. F. Dillion, superintendent.of 
the Western Union Telegraph company, the 
chairman appointed a committee to formulate 
and present resolutions to cover the sense of 
meeting»in regard to the late action of author- 
ities in preventing egréss from the city with- 
out detention. The chairman appointed as 
snch committee Messrs. B. F. Dillion, Edwin 
Martin and B. G. White. 

After a short recess the committee presented 
the following preamble and resolutions which 
were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, The surgeon general has given us a 
hearing neither by conference nor by communica- 
tion, and yet bas cut us off fromall chance to send 
our women and children to points~impregnable to 
yellow tever now inviting us to come, and hus done 
so aftera most cruelly vacilating policy, without 
notice or warning of any nature; and, 

Whereas, President Daniel, of the Jacksonville 
auxiliary sanitation,; has telegraphéd.to Surgeon 
General Hamilton, Governor Perry, 6f Florida, 
Governor Gordon, of Georgia. our representatives 
at Washington and Ganeral Manager H. 8. Haines, 
of the Savannah, Florida and Western railway, his 
protests against Surgeon General Hamilton’s order; 
now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, First, that we heartily indorse all that 
President Daniel has done in this direction; second, 
we denounce this action of the surgeon-general as 
unnecessary, arbitrary, unprecedented and inhu- 
man, anddemand in thé name. of our suffering 
women and children that they beatlowed to go to 

open te them by invitation; third, we 
all our fellow-citizens ‘throughout the 


relief from this unjust and unheard of imprison- 
ment, and implore the'r immediate action in our 
behalf. 

Upon motion of Edward Martin, it was fur- 
ther 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be tele- 
graphed to Senator Call and Representative Charles 

Jougherty, with the request that they immediately 
communicate the same to President Cleveland and 
the senate and house of representatives.

TALLAHASSEF, August 31.—Colonel J. J. Daniel, 
Jacksonville, Fla.: Most assuredly you shail have 
my zealous aid and influence. If possible telezraph 
me the order complained o*, sothat[ can work in- 
tellizently.

Noon reports of the associated press brought 
Surgeon-General Hamilton’s response -to 
Colonel Daniel’s protest against that official’s 
action. It provides for running of excursion 
trains from the city under proper restrictions, 
and with promise of keeping away from points 
which have quarantined against this city. 
This news was hailed with delight and appears 
to meet general approval of all classes, al- 
though there are some who still think a free, 
unobstructed passage should be given the 
people of Jacksonville. to all parts of the 
country. 

CHARGES AGAINST HAMILTON. 

The general impression is that Surgeon- 
General Hamilton’s order forbidding outward 
passage, was inspired by Wednesday’s report 
of thirty-four new cases. This shows Hamil- 
ton’s utter misconception of the situation here. 
He has a largely exaggerated idea of the ox- 
tent and violence of the fever. 

There is a strong sentiment in the commnu- 
nity favoring a demand upon the government 
that itsend Hamilton here in person to make 
proper investigation, so that in future he can 
act intelligently instead of blindly, but nobody 
believes that he could be hired tu set foot in 
this city.

The Latest Sensation.

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The wut Grass Worm. 

It is said that there will be on exhibition 
at the state fair to be held in Macon in Oc- 
tober some specimens of the eggs of a worm 
that has been recently imported into Louis- 
jana fromthe West Indies for the purpose 
of destroying the coco or nut grass. 

The experiments with this worm have 
been made in Madison parish, Louisiana, 
on the plantation of Mr. F. L.. Maxwell. 
This plantation is largely covered with coco 
grass, which, as many Georgia farmers 
know, is a pest that is difficult 
to deal with. Hearing that this 
worm had destroyed large tracts of the nut 

rass in the West Indies, Mr. Maxwell im- 
ported some of the eggs. These eggs were 
forwarded through the mails on blades of 
grass covered with damp moss. Most of 
the eggs were spoiled in transit, but a few 
of them hatched, and Mr. Maxwell placed 
the worms ina nut grass patch. At the 
end of a‘weck no signs of the worms were 
geen, and it was concluded that the experi- 
ment had proved to bea failure, 

But one day Mr. Maxwell noticed that a 
number of the nut grass plants had begun 
to wither. Several weeks after this he 
observed on the under sideof the grass 
blades many numbers of eggs, the result of 
the development ofthe worms. The first 
eggs arrived about the middle of May, and 
there have been five cropsof worms. It is 
estimated that each moth will lay a million 
éggs, and at this rate afew crops of worms 
will cover a comparatively large area. On 
Mr. Maxwell’s plantation they have de- 
stroyed about ten acres of ‘ut grass since 
the middle of May, and are still vigorously 
at work. When the worm issues from tlie 
egg it makes its way down the blade of 
grass, eating as it goes, enters the ground, 
follows the root until it reaches the nut and 
bores its way in, thus destroying the vitality 
of the grass. 

Naturally, Mr. Maxwellis very enthusi- 
astic over his suecess in destroying the pes- 
tiferous nut grass, and he desires to dis- 
tribute the eggs over the south wherever the 
grass hassecured a foothold. This would 
be a very good thing, if the farmers could be 
sure thatthe activity of this remarkable 
worm would cease with the destruction of 
the nut grass; but what will be the history 


of the worm after the nut grass has disap- — 


peared? ‘This may prove to bea very im- 
poftant question in the future, for it is pos— 
sible, though we hope it is not probable, 
that the worm may prove to be a worse pest 
than the nut grass itself, which is bad 
enough. 

The English sparrow experiment is a 
case in point, though we are bound to say 
that the worms are more valuable than the 
sparrow. ‘The worms were imported to kill 
nut grass, and they have surpassed all an- 
ticipation. The sparrow was imported to 
kill insects, but insects are about the only 
things it doesn’t attack. It may be that 
the West Indian worm, after destroying the 
nut grass, may turn its attention to other 
vegetation, but itis to be hoped that after 
it has served its purpese in the nut grass 
patches it will eterno... "ath

The City’s Gates Have Never Been Shut 
Against the Affiicted—Governor Perry 
Waited Upen by the Committee. 


We have met the governor and he is ours. 

That is about the size of the result obtained 
by the committee appointed to consult Gov- 
ernor Perry in the interest of the citizens of 
Jacksonville who destred to leave that city, 
but who were debarred by reason of the order 
of Surgeon-Genera!l Hamilton. 

THe Constitution published the proceed- 
ings ofa meeting of Floridians heldin this 
city on Tuesday, and mentioned the fact that 
a committee had been appointed to go to Talla- 
hassee and consult with Governor Perry. 

This meeting was called to protest against 
the refusal of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western to aceept passenger business out of 
Jacksonville, but it was learned later that the 
company’s action was based on an order from 
Surgeen-General Hamilton, who has _ full 
charge of transportation at infected points. 

Messrs. Hopkins, Van Buren and Walters 
are the members of this committee, and the 
following telegram sent to THE CONSTITUTION 
by Mr. Hopkins, gives the result of their visit 
to the governor:

This is the answer that Governor Perry will 
doubtless receive toany inquiries he may make* 
as to Atlanta’s future action. Confident from 
the first in the healthfulness of this city, and 
with no fears that there would be any risk in 
admitting refugees to the city, our people have 
bid them welcome. 

With this coniidence increased by the ex- 
perience of the past two weeks, with the city 
in an excellent sanitary condition and a vigi- 
lant and capable board of health, it is not at 
all probable that Atlanta will close her doors. 
The ususl precautions will be continued in 
justice to the present good health of Atlanta, 
but no refugee, whois well enough to leave 

‘lorida, need fe ‘l1at all embarrassed by buy- 
ing a ticket to Atlanta. 

The committee are to be complimented and 
congratulated upon the success of their visit 
to Governor Perry, and as Atlanta is hardly 
likely to adopt an early closing rule, the second 
exodus is as good as Soguh. 


A FAT AL CLOU D BU RST. 


t Springs Visited bya Thrilling Calamity— 
Several People Killed. 
Sprines, Ark., August 31.—[Special. ]— 
t thrilling calamity that ever visited 
this city was experienced last night about 
twelve o’clock. 

Rain commenced falling, ae for over an 
hour continued with great vigor. Such torrents 
were never before seen here, “The immense 
e of water that came from the mountain 
tthrough the streets wiih terrific 
force, and swelled the Hot Springs creek and 
its branch to such a resistless tide that destruc- 
tion to life and property was unavoidable. 

In the northern part of the city, the most 
di sastrous results were felt. A cottage on 
Magnolia street, occwpied by Walsh Fletcher, 
colored, and family, was swept away with its 
inmates. Mattie Fletcher and hertwo child- 
ren were picked out of the drift half nite from 
their home, all dead. 

On Fountain street, Mrs. Charlotte Harri- 
son lost her life by being crushed by falling 
timbers. Several others are missing, and it is 
almost certain that the fatalities will be in- 
creased, as it is difficult to penetrate the street 
owing to the large drift. On Central avenue, 
the main thorougfare of the city, the damage 
to property is considerable. Sidewalks are

So Says General Fiske Who Talks for Pro- 
hibition in Rhode Island, 

Provipence, R. 1., August 31.—At the pro- 
hibition mass meeting here today, the princi- 
pal speech was made by General Fiske. 

He said: ‘I could not talk against repabli- 

cans any more than I could scold my mother. 
I couldn’t do that even if she was wrong. I 
don’t wonder it takes you along time to get 
out of the republican party. It took me ten years 
to get out of it, for I walked in batt! e under its 
banner ; but.the party ought to have taken up 
this issue.

THE CHICAGO MAKKET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provieions. 

CHICAGO, August 31—Wheat kept the crowd 
guessing today, or rather one half trade kept the 
other half chasing after them. There was a decided 
change in the information from the northwest, or 
from abroad, Thecable gave British markets as 
easier on the whole, while closing cables repre- 
sented English country markets as dearer and 
weather none too favorable, anda great quantity of 
long wheat wason the market here. Early dis 
patches from the northwest saying that wheat is 
out of danger were upset by letters from experts 
now in Devil’s Lake county, saying thatthe worst 
feature of frost damage had not been exaggerated. 
The bear feeling was quite strong early, but when 
any short interest was createdand afew buying 
orders came in there was a sudden change, showing 
that shorts went less safely than the longs.

Judge John T 
Interesting Points. 

Judge John T. Henderson, commissioner of 
agriculture, is fulbof interesting information 
about the crops. 

“The cotton crop,’’ said he, yesterday, ‘‘in 
Georgia last year ran up to 860,000 bales—and 
in my judgment it will not only not fall short 
of that number this year, but will go beyond 
“.*” 

waa about corn, judge ?’ 

“Well, the corn crop in Georgia, generally 
considered, is exceptionally good this year. It 
is fully as large as last season; yes, and larger, 
too. The oat crop injthe state, generally speak- 
ing, is a failure, { think.’’ 

“Why?” 

“It is impossible to tell all the causes which 
lave conspired to make the oat crop a failure, 
but the freezes last winter had a good deal to 
do with it—their effect was to destroy the 
stanc. The rust, too, during the spring, in- 
jured oats in Georgia terribly. In some sec- 
tions of the state, of course, the yield will be 
fine.’’ 

‘How did the oat crop pan out last year ‘ 

‘Badly. The crop footed up about 5,000,000 
bushels. It will be about the same this 
year, I think.” 

“The wheat crop ?”’ 

‘Wheat is getting to be a very insignificant 
crop in this state. The yield last year went 
to about $3,500,000, and I much d@ubt 
whether it will reach that figure this season.”’ 

_"To what cause is this falling off to be 
ascribed ?”’ 

‘It is very hard to say. Climatic and vari 
ous other infinences combine to prevent alarge 
yield.”’ 

“The year 1882,"’ continued Judge Hender- 
son, “‘was one of the most fruitful years that 
Georgia has ever known. It gave us the 
largest cotton crop in the history of the state, 
the number of bales being about 940,000. From 
that year to the present the cotton crop has 
not fallen below 800,000 bales. We had the 
largest corn crop then--about 33,000,000 bushels 
—and the largest oat crop, 11,500,000 bushels 
having been gathered. The wheat crop footed 
up 5,000,000. The year 1882 was a good year 
for nearly every crop that was put in the 
ground,”’

Birmingham Modifies That Quar- 
antine Order. 


A Rumor That the Georgia Pacific Head- 
quarters Will be Removed to Atlanta 
on Account of Hasty Action. 


Birmingham has taken time to think it over 
and has evidently concluded that it would 
amount to complete isolation if they should 
quarantine against Atlanta. 

It is more than likely that they came to this 
conclusion after reading Tue ConsTITUTION of 
yesterday, for the information given them in 
that issue was ot a varied and edifying charac- 
ter. : 

From private telegrams received in Atlanta 
yesterday it appears that a meeting of the 
board of health was called as soon as THE 
CONSTITUTION appeared upon the streets, and 
the chairman of the board of health read the 
facts concerning the situation in Atlanta from 
a marked copy of this paper. 

It created a genuine’ sensation, as it had 
been considered by the Birmingham board 
that Atlanta was in just the proper shape to 
send yellow fever patients to the four points 
of the compass, of which Birmingham claims 
to be one. There was but little discussion of 
the matter, and when one of the members of 
the board of health moved to rescind the order 
of Thursday and open Birmingham up to con- 
nection with the outside world, via Atlanta, it 
was carried without a nay. 

The next question with the Birmingham 
officials was how to let themselves down as 
gently as possible and yet retain the good will 
of the Atlanta people, upon whom they had 
cast the imputation of being unhealthy in a 
yellow fever degree. It was decided, after 
consideralhle discuss'on, that the’ best way to 
accomplish this result was to have the Birming- 
ham mayor wire his apology to Mayor Cooper, 
and this is the language he used: 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., August 31.—Hon. J. T. Cooper, 
Mayor—Birmingham has quarantined against At- 
lanta, but it does not prohibit persons coming from 
your city from entering here who hold certificates 
fom your health officers that they have not been 
in fected districts withiu the last twenty days, your 
city not being deemed an infected district. Please 
make this public. A. QO, LANE, 

Mayor of Birmingham. 


Mayor Cooper, the board of health, our 
Florida visitors, and forgiving Atlantians in 
general, will probably accept the Birming- 
ham ot, 8 s explanation, and if sheen 


brief as poset ie. 
- ely Loss Our Gain. 

The action of the Birmingham board of 
health, if it had not been modified, wou!d 
have seriously embarrassed the Georgia Pa- 
cific railroad. It would not only have added 
greatly to their expense account, but would 
haye had the effect of diverting travel to other 
lines, not direct or well equipped. And the 
Georgia Pacific people are thinking of this 
matter rather strongly, and if the present ru- 
mors are reliable, Birmingham will be sorry 
that she was so hasty. 

The rumor referred tois nothing more nor 
less thanthat the Georgia Pacific managers 
contemplate the removal of the headquarters 
of their road back to Atlanta. That they 
would be better off here, froma business and 
social point of view, the present situation fully 
proves. 

Here in Atlanta they would have every ad- 
vantage of direct communication with the 
principal railroad lines of the south, and the 
advantages that thischange would afford them 
are too numerous to be even outlined in a sin- 
gle newspaper article. 

What would be Birmingham’s loss would be 
Atlanta’s gain, but as it is strictly a business 
proposition sentiment has nothing to do with 
it, and THE CONSTITUTION is disposed to add 
an invitation to the Georgia Pacific ofticials 
toremove. This is net intended as a dispar- 
agement of Birmingham, but the fact cannot 
be overlooxed that Atlanta, with no restric- 
tions on trade or commerce, with markets 
open to the world, and with a warm welcome 
for refugees and railroads isthe proper loca- 
tion for the Georgta Pacific’s headquarters. 

In fact, THe CONSTITUTION makes no dis- 
tinction of roads when it comes to a matter 
like this, but i inv ites them all.

The most intelligent dogin Atlanta is the 
liitle black dog “Bruffey’’ at police head- 
quarters.
